BACK TO NORMAL? 


In the period 1910-1929, the average per 
acre yield of corn was 26.6 bushels. 


In the seven years from 1930 on, the corn 
crop has reached that figure only once, in 
1932. Every other year has registered yields 
far below the twenty-year average. 


What will happen to production and price 
of corn and livestock if normal weather 
gives us yields for two or three years in 
succession like those that were enjoyed in 


the 1910-29 period? 


This article submits some estimates on 
the corn-hog situation for 1937 and 1938, if 
we have normal weather. We suggest that 
farmers read it over and see if they agree.

The proposed plan of the Republican lead- 
ers is a straight subsidy of unlimited farm 
production.
